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SEVERE STORMS DISRUPT 
EAST ‘ATLANTIC SHIPPING 


bishop of Canterbury and Finan- 
cier, Puts in at Gibraltar.

LONDON, March 7. — Severe 
storms over the eastern Atlantic to- 
day disrupted shipping as far north 
as Iceland and as far south. as 
Northern Africa. 

J. P. Morgan's yacht, the Cor- 
sair, on which the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, convalescing after an 
attack of Neuralgia, is accompany- 
| ing the financier to Palestine, put 
in at Gibraltar to escape the gale. 
The lle de France and President 
Harding were many hours late on 
the way to Cherbourg because of 
the storm. The President Hard- 
ing lost a propeller. 

A northeasterly gale whipped up 
high waves in the North Sea and 
broke over defenses on the south- 
east coast of England, flooding a 
large section of the sparsely inhab- 


ney Marsh. Two small coast re- 
sorta, Littlestone and Dymchurch, 
were fiooded at high tide. 

Shipping in the channel fled to 
shelter. Anglo - French steamers 
had the worst experience of the 
winter and all arrived late. A 
schooner was stranded at Holy- 
head. The crew was rescued. The 
South Wales and North Devon 
coasts were swamped in places and 
many houses were flooded. 

A Reykjavik dispatch said the 
storm had been blowing there for 
several days, accompanied by 
heavy snow and flogds.

An explosion, apparently caused 
by a bomb, damaged the garage at 
the rear of the Staten Island Clean- 
ing Co.,. 2306 Washington avenue, 
and shattered windows in nearby 
buildings at 12:45 a. m. today. 

The force of the explosion tore 
a hole two feet in diameter in the 
roof of the one-story garage, broke 
panes in a skylight and damaged 
several trucks. Windows at the 
Mendenhall Motor Co., 2315 Locust 
street, and at the Auburn-Cord 
Sales Co., 2309 Locust, were broken. 
Police -counted 26 shattered panes 
at the Mendenhall Co. Damage at 
the Staten Island Co. was estimated 
at $200. 

The bomb, thought to have con- 
tained dynamite, apparently was 
tossed on to the garage roof from 
an alley. A passerby reported see- 
ing two men leave the alley in an 
automobile. 

Can’t Account for Explosion. 

Officers of the firm stated they 
were unable to account for the ap- 
parent bombing or two previous at- 
tacks in which bricks were thrown 
through windows of the plant. No 
demand has been made to unionize 
the plant, according to the offf- 
cers, who stated, however, they had 
heard rumors to that effect. 

We thhave had no trouble with 
our employes and we cannot un- 
destand why we were bombed,” .an 
officer ot the firm said, With 
business conditions as they Are

The explosion is the first seri- 
ous disorder in the cleaning. busi- 
ness since 1929.

Insurance Against Crime 


Theft insurance transfers right to recover stolen property to insurance companies, 
whose business is not to apprehend criminals but to produce dividends; this 
condition gives rise to anti-social tendencies; negligence and fake thefts are other 
possible results; subject of insurance against crime should be thoroughly studied. 


In a letter to the Post-Dispatch by Tyrrell Williams,

ROM a legalistic viewpoint there is no 
difference between the business of in- 
suring property against loss by fire and 
the business of insuring property against 
loss by theft. Practically there is a vast 
When property is consumed by 
fire it is impossible for the owner to get 
it back. When property is lost by theft, 
it is not impossible for the owner to get it 
back. The property is still in existence. 
The title is still in the owner. 
non-negotiable property, the thief cannot 
pass title to a purchager eyen if the latter 
buys in good faith. 

That is why prudent men, entirely apart 
from considerations of honesty, are wary 
about dealing with a person suspected of 
If the owner of stolen prop- 
erty carries theft insurance, and the insur- 
ance company pays the loss, then, by prin- 
ciples of equity and also by the express Jan- 
guage of the insurance policy, the right to 
get beck the property is transferred by the 
owner to the insurance company.

I firmly believe there are more tricks of 
this kind than are made public by insur- 
ance companies, even when the tricks are 
discovered. At first it would seem that 
insurance managers would publicly and vig- 
orously expose any such frauds that might 
be discovered by their able adjusters. But 
it should be remembered that insurance 
companies are not public institutions. They 
are money-making corporations. If a com- 
pany gets a reputation of being too snooty, 
new business will not come to that com- 
From a money-making viewpoint, 
it may sometimes be wise in a particular 
‘instance to disclaim liability on the ground 
of fraud and thén sit pretty, say nothing, 
‘and let the claimant bring suit if he dare.

Perhaps thé sub- 
ject some day will be studied by the Na- 
tional Crime Commission or by the Insti- 
tute of Economics or by some other en- 
dowed organization.

of insurance even if this means a conatitu-

VERYWHERE will be keen regret that 
the Pulitzers have sold The World, 
When the elder Joseph Pulitzer, the Aus- 
trian immigrant, one of the most remark- 
able and brilliant men that this country has 


‘| known, came from St. Louis and bought The 


World from Jay Gould, who had prostituted 
it, he converted it at the same time into a 
tremendously paying property, as well as an 
influential organ of opinion, with startling 
velocity. The World of those days was a 
rough newspaper, a “rough-neck” newspa- 
per. Its tricks and its manners were often 
unseemly indeed. They were rude, and 
downright cruelty was not un wn to the 
newspaper's practices, both to fs staff and 
to individual outsiders. Always, and it was 
a singular contradiction, the newspaper and 
Pulitzer fought valiantly for justice, n. 
partially resolute for the common good, 
with the emphasis on common.“

other cities have had motives and standards 
as pure, but none other in a city of the first 
rank has measured so well and truly the 
rights and wrongs of all sorts and conditions 
of men; has so doughtily defended the one, 
so destroyingly assailed the other.
